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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 8-1 1 were presented for examination and are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 4/7/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
deemed not persuasive. 

2. In the remarks, applicant argued in substance that: 

(A) A combination with Facq is unobvious and hindsight as it does not teach the 
use of multimedia and fails to reference learners/interaction. 

As to point (A), Facq teaches the use of multimedia extending to complicated 
types such as video and animation in column 2, lines 33-37. Specifically, "...media 
items (including without limitation textual, graphical, pictorial, video or audio information 
and layout or presentation information)..." 

As to the argument that Facq fails to refer directly to learners/media interaction 
and therefore the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper 
hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a 
sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time 
the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
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applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

(B) A combination with Janser is inappropriate, as Authorware does not teach a 
playhead and a timeline. 

As to point (B), Authorware teaching the use of a playhead and a timeline in a 
movie clip is well known in the art. 

As evidence of this fact, provided is Andrew Oliver's "What is Authorware?", 
hereafter "Oliver", as a more in-depth explanation of Authorware. Oliver explains, in the 
section titled "Icon-Based Authoring" on page 1, the use of Authorware's "flowline." A 
flowline is a synonym for a timeline, and the currently viewed position is the playhead. 

(C) Prior art of Janser does not teach obtaining website addresses associated 
with a multimedia experience as it only teaches "navigating between related pages." 

As to point (C), the Examiner apologizes for a typographical error. The reference 
to Janser sections 2, 2.2 and 2.3 was correctly included yet should have been applied 
only to the "set of glossary terms" portion of the first half of the claimed limitation. The 
"website addresses" in the second half of the limitation is addressed in Geibler, in the 
"Browsing Through Movies" section, specifically in "Leaving the Movie" subsection and 
see also Geibler's Figure 2. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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3. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as applied to claims 8-11 are unchanged 
and are recited in a previous FINAL office action mailed 2/24/2005.
